It seems, according to C, W. Clemmer, Park Department
foreman, that some householders are unaware of what, the
Lty Is doing to hold down the nummertlme increase of flies,

Park crews, armed with high#

pressure sgpray equipment and
using Lindane, successor to
DDT, are following garbage and
can collecting crews to spray
for home owhers the containers
in the alleys.

“Some’ of the homeowners
are either unkmowingly or de-
liberately hindering the cam.
-paign by running out to re-
move their . trash contalners
before we have a chance to
spray them,” Clemmer sald.

“The spray material we are|
using is endorsed by health au.
thorities all over the country.
There is no toxic effect in. the
manner in ‘which we are using
the material to spray cans, back
fences, gardge doors and other
places in the alleys where flies

gather.”

The material, benzine hexa-
chloride, is not harmful to paint.
ed surfaces and does not staln,
Clemmer said. N

The process of pollination ‘is
not disturbed, since the mate.
rial kills only flies and similar
insects.

The spray mixture is ‘used
largely around Jairies in the
contrbl of flies.

Residents were asked not to
wash the material from their
fences and garages after the
crews have sprayed the alleys,

The crews will continue to
spray the same day that col.
lection of garbage and cans is
made in each district.
